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NOTICE TO PROPERTY OWNERS 


In accordance with the statutes (New Hampshire Laws of 1907, 
Chapter 147) you are requested to take measures to suppress the 
brown tail moth and the gipsy moth on your premises. The law 
declares these insects to be a public nuisance and orders their sup- 
pression by property owners. Suppression is enforceable by law up 
to a cost of one-half of 1% of the tax valuation of the property con- 
cerned. | 

Necessary measures must be completed on or before March 20. 

This notice is sent to all property owners in accordance with 
instructions of the Division of Insect Suppression, of the State De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


The Brown Tail Moth 


This pest is present in numbers on apple and pear trees and on 
many shade trees. Through the winter it occupies webs as big as a 
hen’s egg, attached to the tips of twigs. All such webs should be cut 
off carefully, gathered up and burned. 


The Gipsy Moth 


The gipsy moth is found through the winter in the form of ege- 
masses attached to the trunks of trees, stones, piazza posts, or other 
locations. Each egg-mass is % to 1% inch long, is covered with fine 
hairs and is the color of chamois skin. KEgg-masses should be painted 
with creosote. Scraping them off will not destroy them, because the 
eges will hatch even though lying on the ground. 


Obligation of Property Owners 


If the insects described above are not suppressed on or before 
March 20, the duly constituted authorities have the right to enter 
upon property and to take such measures as may be necessary. The 
property owner will be liable for the expense in connection with such 
action within the limits prescribed by law.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


SCHOOL COSTS. 


Again a school year has passed and the rising costs of 
school operation has not affected Kingston. In spite of 
increased expenditures in almost every district in the 
State, our per pupil cost has been reduced from $67.78 
in 1926-27 to $61.72 in 1927-28. his means that by 
caretul planning and wise expenditures for needed im- 
provements or upkeep that the cost has been reduced ap- 
proximately $5 per pupil, a saving of between $600 and 
$700 if the average of the previous year had been main- 
tained. ‘These economies have been made with no result- 
ing effect upon the efficiency or high standards of the 
schools. 

As compared with the other school districts of the State, 
Kingston has an excellent record for good schools at low 
per capita cost. Recent statistics reveal the fact that 57 
districts had a lower per pupil cost, while 183 had a higher. 
Lhe lowest cost was $28.78 and the highest $508.13. The 
low of $28.73 was due to a Normal School being present 
in the town and the high to unfavorable location. There 
are a few costs more than $100. But by far the greater 
number of districts had a cost between $70 and $90 per 
pupil. Comparing the schools of this Supervisory Union 
on the same basis, three districts had greater costs while 
two had lower. Kingston’s was lower than the average 
of the six. 

Therefore, it is reasonable to conclude that the schools 
of Kingston are not costing as much as a considerable 
number of towns of similar school population.

That the school authorities appreciate the co-operation 
of the P. T. A. during the year would be a mild expres- 
sion. We thoroughly and whole-heartedly give them our 
thanks for the splendid assistance they have been able to 
render to the schools. We would especially mention the 
Dental Clinic, recently completed, and the hot noon 
lunches for every child. If ever two projects were better 
supported, we would like to know about it. The benefits 
derived thereby cannot be counted at present, but will 
receive full appraisal in time to come. The results will 
come in the future welfare of the children as citizens of 
this town: or wherever they may go. They will always ap- 
preciate the good turn you did for them in 1928. 


Following a cue from the Superintendent, let me suggest 
that there may be several in this community who take mag- 
azines that might be of use to the pupils of the schools 
after the home is finished with them. The National Geo- 
graphic, World's Work, Interary Digest, Child Infe, Jun- 
ior Home, are titles of some which have been mentioned 
as being useful. In case there may be a few made avail- 
able, I would advise getting in touch with the teachers 
and arranging the matter. 


“CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion, we have the greatest appreciation for 
every parent and citizen of this town who have so gener- 
ously helped us with the work for the children—our great- 
est assets and symbols of prosperity.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


February 14, 1929. 
T'o the School Board and Citizens of Kingston: 


I herewith submit to you my second annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools. 

Kingston’s schools were opened September 5, 1928, on 
the following calendar: 

September 5 to December 21. 

(October 12, November 29 and November 30—holi- 
days. ) 

January 7 to February 15. 

February 25 to April 19. 

_April 29 to end of year. 

(May 30—holiday. ) 

Intervals indicate the vacation periods. An attempt has 
been made to divide up the year following the Christmas 
vacation so that strain of the latter part of the year will 
not be so great. It should result in considerable benefit 
to both pupils and teachers. As the school year is no 
longer determined by weeks but rather by actual school 
days, the final day of school cannot be given at this time. 

I hope you will note again the large list of pupils in 
attendance at High School, including those who gradu- 
ated from your Eighth Grade last June. Of the twelve 
eraduates, eleven are in High School, nine of whom are 
in Sanborn Seminary. This is a remarkably high per- 
centage which, together with the others in Secondary 
School, gives you an enviable reputation for further pur- 
suits in the educational field. In view of the keen com- 
petition for positions in this country, the value and well- 
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nigh necessity of advanced training are recognized. I 
congratulate these pupils for their interest in progress as 
well as the parents whose sacrifices make it possible. Re- 
cent reports from the institutions at which your pupils 
attend reveal several of them on the Honor Rolls of their 
respective classes. ‘That the boys and girls are going to 
High School is one thing but that they are showing the 
way to others is another, and far more important. <A 
further analysis of the records of the June Class shows 
that seven scored higher than the score of middle pupil 
in a group of sixty eighth graders in this Union. This 
refers to the results of the tests given last May. Two of 
your graduates held the first and second places in this 
group. It is a very creditable record. 

Observe the table of attendance statistics given else- 
where. It contains several facts of interest to everyone. 
There was an increase in school population of 10 during 
the year as compared with the preceding year. The per- 
cent of attendance passed the 92 mark. I am pleased that 
we are able to report this increase and hope it may reach 
the State average of 94.89 per cent during the present 
year. ‘The increase in the number of tardinesses is an 
undesirable feature. Please give us your co-operation in 
the riddance of this evil. Tardiness should seldom, if 
ever, be tolerated. The list of pupils who were neither 
absent nor tardy last year has more than doubled over that 
of 1926-27, in spite of the above. Last year your atten- 
tion was directed to a loss due to absence. This year you 
will note considerable improvement in the half days ab- 
sence per pupil. Yet there is much to be done to reach a 
State average of 16.8 half days per pupil. The difference 
between your figure of 26 and the State figure of 16 rep- 
resents 10 half days or 5 full days, a school week. That 
the schools of Kingston are losing by absence a week more 
than the average school of New Hampshire is rather dis- 
appointing. Let me urge you to assist in the further im- 
provement of these figures. Let us be sure the absence

ya 
is necessary before allowing the child to remain out of 
school. ’Tis the children who must sutter in the long run. 
Would you handicap them in any way ? 

In the interests of safety for every child-in Kingston, 
I ask your help in the elimination of every possible danger 
to the children while on the way to and from school. Au- 
tomobiles are numerous and accidents happen. Every 
report from the Automobile Registrar’s Office gives us a 
shudder. Can we do something to help prevent others 
from suffering? The National Council of Safety recom- 
mends that school children be taught to walk on the left 
hand side of the road where there are no sidewalks. The 
reasons for such procedure are that autos approaching 
from the front can be seen and a move made to step aside, 
while autos approaching from the rear pass on the right 
hand side of the road with consequent less chance of 
striking a person in case he did not hear them. The value 
of one child’s life saved is worth any effort we may put 
into it. J urge your assistance in this respect toward the 
instruction of your boys and girls. : 

One of my fondest hopes is that every district in the 
Union shall organize a Parent-Teacher Association. So 
far as Kingson is concerned my hopes were a reality from 
the first. You have a live active organization under 
capable leadership. It would be trite and serve no pur- 
pose to enumerate here the many bits of service the As- 
sociation has rendered the schools and community. In 
strength there is power. In united effort there is success. 
If there is yet one who has never attended a meeting or 
become a member, I solicit your pesence and interest with 
those of the present membership. Your group has en- 
joyed wonderful success and is doing excellent work. 
Their recent activity in. connection with the Dental Clinic 
illustrates the principle to which I have referred. In pass- 
ing this subject of dental work among the children, I can 
not but commend the splendid work your school nurse did 
in assembling the children and assisting with the Clinic. 
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In closing this report, I take this opportunity to thank 
the School Board, teachers, and citizens of Kingston for 
their co-operation with me during the trials of my first 
year. It has been splendid. I trust in its continuance.

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TOXIN ANTI-TOXIN CLINIC AT KINGSTON. 


A toxin anti-toxin clinic was held in Kingston on Oc- 
tober 17th, 24th and 31st, under the supervision of the 
State Board of Health and the Parent-Teachers Associa- 
tion co-operating. The school children were under the care 
of Mrs. Cooper, the school nurse, and the preschool chil- 
dren under Eunice I. Hardy’s care.
